M. Carryer in the 
Proceedings of the Staff Meetings 
of tile Mayo Clinic, 
Her attacks frequently started 
when she was tired, tense, or anx­ 
ious. Dr. Carryer said. She breath­ 
ed faster, and began to feel giddy 
and weak with tingling in the 
hands or feet.

feelings. This made them worse 
and she would lie down with her 
eyes tightly closed, remaining con­ 
scious but unable to answer ques­ 
tions. This state would last a few 
minutes to an entire day.

The attacks disappeared when 
he was told that they came sim­ 
ply from over-breathing or hyper­ 
ventilation of the lungs. Dr. Car­ 
avel' said. She was instructed to 
hold her breath, or rebrcathe air 
from a paper sack. 
Tile hyperventilation, he said. 
may result from stimulation by 
mental excitement or reflex stim­ 
ulation by pain, heat, or cold. The 
speed-up in breathing reduces the 
normal reservoir of carbon di­ 
oxide 
in 
the lungs, and brings 
chemical changes in the body.
